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THE SPEED OF AIR 
“DISPATCH 
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IN THE HOLDS OF MODERN 
FREIGHT-PLANES 


nny “said 


HE air-freight sheds at London's busy 
ia air-port at Croydon were brightened 
the other day by a large collection of 
choice flowers. And there was a story con- 
nected with these flowers, as there so often 
is in regard to urgently-consigned airloads, 
They represented a last-minute greeting from 
their sender to a friend who was about te 
board an ocean liner at a foreign sea-port. 
Flown in a few hours across the Continent. 
they were, at the sender’s special instructions, 
arranged im the state-room of a friend, so as 
to act as a floral greeting when this passerger 
went aboard. 

The modern romance of air-borne loads is 
to be found not only on established air-lines, 
but: also in flights that are now being made 
far off along the outposts of Empire. Here 
for example, is a report which has jus 
reached England. It concerns. the develop 
ment, b anal of air transport of fisheries ir. 
remote lakes in Canada, far removed from the 
nearest rail-heads, or methods of ofdimary 
communications. Thanks, however, ta the 
use of big, specially-fitted . freight-planes, 
fresh fish from these distant lakes is now 
being put into the air and flown to certain 
suitable railway depots, Here it is trans- 
ferred from ‘plane to train and carried on to 
cities in Canada and the United States. By 
this means—by a new and rapid combination 
of air and rail transport—it is possiblé to get 
fish from lonely far-off lakes into city 
markets in prime condition, this’ increasing 
considerably the demands made .on those 
operating the fisheries. 


THE BIG FREIGHTER 


Air transport in Canada furnishes ‘many 
striking illustrations of the value of “big 
freight-planes, During a secent period of 
12 months between  7,000,000Ib. and 
8,000,000Ib. of cargo were carried by air be- 
tween various centres in Canadian territory. 
These Joads included furs weighing many 
thousands of pounds, which were flown down 
from posts in northern regions. Remote mines, 
too, are making an ever-growing use of 
cargo-carrying aircraft. Supplies of all kinds, 
after their arrival at rail-heads, are picked 
up by air-freighters and flown for hundreds of 
miles to miming camps and depots. Heavy 
consignments of machinery, when packed in 
units of a suitable size, can now be air-borne 
in the latest types of freight-plane which are 
equipped with large, specially.designed holds. 
Portions of dredging machinery and spare 
parts and fittings of all kinds are carried by 
these cargo-planes, 

The value of air speed, in the transport of 
urgently-required pieces of machinery, is often 
demonstrated nowadays.: There was a recent 
case of a steamer which lay disabled at a 


! foreign port, awaiting the arrival of an essen- 


tial spare-part from England. A cable to the 
engineering firm concerned brought the re- 
quired fitting up to London by express train, 
accompanied by a skilled mechanic. From the 
London railway terminus the consignment was 


rushed to. the Croydon air-port just in time to 
catch an outgoing ’plane. In this case the 
mechanic went out by air with the machinery 
to make a rapid, expert job of its installation. 
In this way in a matter of days, a replace- 
ment was effected which, by any other means, 
might have taken weeks to accomplish. 


MAROONED IN AFRICA 


Tt has become quite a common thing for 
urgent cables to arrive in England from 
distant parts of the Empire, asking that con- 
signmepts of various kinds should be sent 
out on the next available air service. The 
other day a motoring party found themselves 
marooned on the fringe of an African desert, 
needing fresh tyres and fittings for their car. 
Within a few ‘hours of the receipt of their 
rush order in London, ‘the necessary equip- 
ment had been got together and handed to 
Imperial Airways, catching one of the twice- 
weekly African air services. This meant that 
in about a week those spares were in the 
hands of the party awaiting them, thus sav- 
ing them the long period of delay which 
would have been inevitable if the consign- 
ment had gone out by surface routes. 

One of the most interesting places in which 
to spend an hour or so, at the present time, 
is the freight department of a big modern air- 
port, Awaiting dispatch one sees athong 
other things large quantities of radio valves, 
together with ia sa sets and other radio 
equipment. These are being sent in ever- 
growing numbers by the air routes, If 
valves are to escape damage by surface 
transport they need to be epecially packed; 
but by air they travel quite safely in ordinary 
cardboard containers. The absence of jolting 
and vibration by air, and the special attention 
which freight receives from the airway staffs, 
makes the flying routes ideal for all easily- 
damaged articles, such as electrical and 
optical goods, and ¢cientific instruments of all 
kinds, 

Gold from the mines of Africa travels to 
the London market. by air; eo do quickly- 
ripening tropical fruits of various kinds which 
would not stand the delays, of surface trans- 
port. The speed of the air is also invoked 
for the dispatch of urgently-needed drugs 
and serums. 

Samples of all kinds of goods are now ear- 
marked for air dispatch. An immense amount 
of time can often be saved if an actual sample 
of any article can be rushed out to a prospec- 
tive client by air. An illustration of this 
was provided not long ago in connection with 
an important building contract in a locality 
near one of the Empire air-ports. The ques- 
tion which had arisen concerned the choice of 
certain internal fittings. Instead of relying 
upon blue-prints and specifications, a firm in 
England decided to rush out a selection of 
actual fittings by air, and this prompt action 
resulted in their obtaining a valuable order. 


LIVE STOCK BY AIR 


An increasing volume of fashion goods are 
now being consigned by the aerial routes. 
Models of the latest modes are flown from 
Paris to London; while from London hats and 
gowns are air-borne to destinations along the 
Empire routes. This enables the newest 
fashions to be on view in establishments 
thousands of miles distant within a few days 
of their dispatch from London. 

It is difficult to place any sort of limit on 
the variety of the articles that find their way 
into the freight sheds of an air-port for 
dispatch by the various flying routes. Valu- 
able paintings and antiques are “often en- 
trusted to the airways for special -handlin 
and dispatch. Livestock of all kinds is sen 
by air, ineluding pedigree anmials travelling 
to appens in shows. There is a large and 
reguiar traffic in films, going out to the 
Continent and along the Empire routes. 

The other day an air-port official drew up a 
list of some of the odd eargoes which have 
passed through his hands. | They ineluded 
special consignments of earth and of water, 
dispatched for laboratoty and agricultural 
research purposes. A grea deal of research- 
work has been going on, With a view to 
checking the ravages of insect pests; and 
in this connection living speeimens of locusts 
and of pe srg have been coming through 
by air packed in special containers, and 
addressed to the laboratories which are 
carrying out experiments. On one occasion 
a box arriving at the air-poré was found to 
contain a number of ferocious-looking live 
spiders. But modern airwav officials are 
ready for anything. One minute they may find 
themselves handling a consignment of bullion. 
The next they may be dealing with a con- 
signment of day-old chicks being rushed out 
from London to a poultry farm on the Con- 
tinent.

If children are to derive the maximum 
benefit from physical training, all schools must 
be provided with suitable playgrounds, play- 
ing-fields, gymnasia, shower baths and dregs- 
ing and drying rooms, 

This is emphasised in a memorandum issued 
by the National Uniom of ‘Teachers in 
kengland. 

Lhe memorandum welcomes the circular of 
the Board of Education, which empowers local 
authorities to incur expenditure which would 
rank for the board’s grant on clothing and 
footwear for children taking part in physical 
training. 

But it adds: “ The type of costume contem- 
plated by the Board appears to assume the 
presence of condrtions, and the provision of 
amenities that are not always found in 
schools.’’ 


DANGEROUS PLAYGROUNDS 


* It is common knowledge,”’ it states, “' that 
there are very many schools where the play- 
ground provision is either insufficient or un- 
suitable, or both, for any physical traming, 
and where the surface conditions are such that 
they may be a pane source of danger to 
limb, if not to life.” 

On the need for playing-fields, the memor- 
andum says:—In an overwhelming majority 
of the schools, playing-fields have not been 
provided, and persons who are so enthusiastic 
in advocating physical training should not be 
allowed to forget this fact. 

‘* Eloquent speeches on the value of games, 
both for physical development and for 
charac‘er training may serve a useful purpose, 
but they can only achieve real success, if they 
result in the adequate proviston of fields, pro- 
perly maintained, on which the games can be 


played.” 
TOO FEW GYMNASIA 


Emphasising the need for gymnasia, the 
memorandum states that the Board's circular 
obviously requires that these, or suitably- 
equipped halls, should be available where 
physical exercises could be taken.

Streets everywhere were 
decorated with flags in honour of the 
national holiday proclaimed by General 
I’ ranco. ) 
Last night the streets of the insurgent 
capital resembled those of London during 
Coronation week, They were filled with 
laughing, cheering crowds, who followed 
the military procession through the dimly- 
lit streets to General Franco’s head. 
quarters, where the band played national 
songs and a vast assembly packed the 


General Franco. 

Amid deafening applause, General 
Franco's wife, accompanied by their little 
daughter, appeared on the balcony. She 
bent and kissed the child. Shortly after- 
wards a deep-throated roar went up as 
General Franco, clad in khaki, his right 
hand raised in the Fascist salute, 
appeared.

short speech. ‘‘ Sing songs of vietory, 
he said, ‘‘ At the end of the first year 
of triumph and victory oh land and sea 
and in the air, the Reds are beaten, their

Colonel Gretton, writing in the Sunday 
Times vest rday, says :—Sir,—Constitutional 
issues of the first magnitude are involved in 
the present situation im the Irish, Free. State, 
affecting not only the people of that country. 
but the whole British Empire, By a series 
of legislative Acts during the last three years 
the Irish Free State has been transformed 
into a republic in all but actual name. 

The final Act on June 8 this year, abolished 
all authority of the Crown. Tha Irish Con- 
stitution Bill in effect consolidates the 
previons legislation. Allegiance to the Crown 
has been repudiated, thé new Irish State is 
to he ‘“‘sovereign, independent, and demo- 
eratic,”’ and, under the definition of treason 
contained in: the new Constitution, it will no 
longer be a treasonable offence in Free State 
territory for persons resident there to trade 
with and assist the enemies of the British 
Crown, unless and until the Irish Legisla- 
ture by its own act assents to any Proclama- 
tion of War issued by tlie King, 

Under the provisions of the Free State 
Nationality Code all persons domiciled in the 
Irish Free State become Irish citizens and 
are deprived of the status of British subjects 
unless they register themselves as such; all 
British subjects are made alien within the 
territory of the Free State, and become liable, 
at the discretion of the Executive, to all the 
a ei ig including restric- 
ions as to employment, and occupation, and 
are tiable io arú 5 why ds . if 

It will be remembered that the Trish Con. 
stitution: Act’ was the result if 4 “Treaty ”' 
between the provisional Government of the 
Irish Free State end the British Government. 
Every article of that “Treaty” has been vio- 
lated and the provisions of the Irish Consti- 
tution Act have been abolished.» Though, stil!

‘THE CHURCH A HEALING 


BROTHERHOOD

HE first week ‘of the Conference con-

give meaning to life, and Luther and Calvin 
when Catholic civilisation was crumbling 
Dr. -T. Z, Koo e as a citizen of a part 
of the world in which Western imperialism, 
nationalism, and racialism have expressed

DIFFERENT FORMS OF 


CO-OPERATION 


Mr. T. 8. Eliot, author of “ Murder in the 
Cathedral '” and “ The Kock,’’ among many 
other works, im asking what co-operation 
between various branches of the Christian 
Church is possible in present circum- 
stances, made a significant discrimination be- 
tween two very different forms of co-operation. 
First, is common action in resistance to 
oppression and persecution, which may cease 
when the enemy ceases either t6 be strong or 
to be the common foe. Secondly, we have 
common action of a steady and positive kind 
which may develop. into a Christian 
ecumenical programme, He resisted the }'va 
of attempting to eradicate all differences.. The 
different communions in the ecumenical move 
ment, by trying to learn about each cther, 
learned more about themselves. He pleaded 
that the goal of effort in the -onference, and 
beyond it, should be not to find a formula 
that would cloak all differences uhder a 
common name, but to engage in the slow 
process of growing together, the re-intez-a- 
tion of group persenalities. Common ection 
for social justicé need not wait for reunion 
Because Mr. Eliot is a layman he pleads for 
more theology. 


THE CHRISTIAN ETHIC 


The strikingly contrasted differences of 
approach of leading thinkers was demon- 
strated by two adilresses upon the basis of 
the Christian Ethic, given by Professor Emil 
Brunner, of Zurich, and Dean W, RK. 
Matthews, of St. Paul's Cathedral. ‘' The 
wisdom of this ‘world is bankrupt,”’ declared 
Dr. Brunner. ‘‘ The Christian Church has 
no right to lay down a social programme. 
Good is God's gift due to This grace. The 
distinction between Christian ethics and any 
other system lies in the all-embracing relation 
between human action and the generous 
divine action. To make a sinful man good, 
the personal centre itself must be cleansed 
by faith, which is simply the reception of 
divine love.’’ 

“The teaching, person and work of Christ 
together,” said Dean Matthews, ' form a 
fefelation of the good life. In Christ God 
shows us the good. We récognise it as true 
revelation because it harmonises with the 
thoughts we already have as men created in 
the divine image. The point of contact be- 
tween the Christian conceptiqn of the good 
and humanism lies in the insistence of both 
on the unique value oí personality. The idea 
of the Kingdom of God is a social idea. It 
consists of the relations of persons with God 
and with each other. The principles are 
found in the Sermon or the Mount and 
Christ’s summary of the law. They are 
statements of a universal idéal, and sum up 
the conditions of a perfect society, for the 
furtherance of which the Church is a 
divinely-appointed  instrument.”’ 


FUNCTION OF THE CHURCH 


In discussing the significance and function 
of the Church, the Rev, Wilham Paton, 
Secretary of the International Missionary 
Council, said that the Church is essentially 
different from all other societies, because it 
is rooted in the purpose of God, although 
on the human side, stained by pride, 
malice and fear, The relevant word of the 


Church to the world is (transmuting St. 
Paul's words in a twentieth century phrase) 
that there is neither Aryan nor Semite. Dr. 
8. K. Datta, of Lahore, says, for instance— 
“I am not a member of the Indian Christian 
community. I am an Indian who is a mem- 
ber of the Christian Church.” To-day 1 
China chosen delegates from the Japanese 
Churches are sharing frank fellowship that 
burkes no issue with Chinese fellow- 
Christians. So the Church offers to a dis- 
tracted world a healing brotherhood. It can- 
not do that, however, unless it holds within 
itself to that brotherhood. 

The Rev Justin Wroe Nixon, Professor of 
Theology and Ethics at Colgate-Rochester 
Divinity School, found among the distinguish- 
ing characteristics of the Church the con- 
sciousness of a supra-human moral order and 
& relationship with a super-natural power 
fused in a God’ of righteousness and love, 
and calling for commitment, decision and a 
discipline of iife. “Do we,” he asked, “ be- 
lieve with @ conviction like that of Com- 
munists that the triumph of our cause is in- 
evitable? God wills a world community— 
that is, a fellowship.” 

Professor Stefan Zankov, of Sofia, speak- 
ing from the point of view of the Eastern 
Orthodox Church, said that the cause of 
ecclesiastical nihilism and of the crippling 
of Christendom is the Ae of a visible 
head of the Church in the place of Christ, 
aud the suppression of the divine-human' com- 
munity of love within the Church. The task 
of the Church is to lead back the perverted 
relationships of human society ‘to their

Another Abyssinia? 
'% Japan determined to make war 


that she could be so frivolous, because a 
war against China very easily might 
develop. into a world conflict; yet the 
facts are difficult to explain on any other 
basis.. For some time past Japanese 
troops have been in vittual control of a 
large ‘area of North China. They have 
been lording it over the unfortunate 
‘Chinese in the most aggressive fashion. 
Their officers seem to regard themselves 
as masters of the country, and have been 
ignoring even the orders of their own 
Shortly over a week 
ago. there was a clash between the 
Japanese and the local Chinese at a place 
named Lukuochiao, not very far from 
Peiping, which yet may go down to 
history as the Chinese Wal-wal. The 
Japanese swear that they were attacked 


wantonly by the Chinese, who are equally 


vehement in their. assertions that tho 
Japanese fired the first shot, and, besides, 


[ask rather pertinently what the Japanese 


were doing on “Chinese soil. The fact is 
that seventeen Japanese and a couple of 
hundred Chinese lost their lives during 
the skirmish, and that on July 11th the 
Japanese commander on the spot forced 
the Chinese to agreé to most humiliating | 
terms in order to secure a truce. These 
terms included an admission that the 
Chinese were responsible for all the 
trouble, an abject apology to the Japanese, 
and an undertaking to punish the culprits 
in @ suitable manner., It is not easy to 
reconstruct the events that followed; for 
every report from China contradicts every 
report from Japan, and vice-versa, The 
Southern Chinese—those represented more 
or less by the Government at Nanking— 
have taken, an active hand in the game, 

and seem to be spoiling for a fight with 

the Japanese. The 29th Chinese Army 
at Peiping has been acting in such a way 
as to suggest that it actually would 
welcome a war. Popular enthusiasm 
throughout the South is growing, and the 
merest spark at any moment might set 
the country ablaze. 

The danger is that the spark already 
may have been kindled; for the Japanese 
have sent what amounts to an ultimatum 
to Nanking. They have demanded in the 
most peremptory terms that the Nanking 
Government shall do nothing to prevent 
the North China authorities from the fu! 

filment of the so-called agreement of July 
lith; that it shall cease its provocative 
activities, and that it shall reply to the 
Japanese Government before this after- 
noon, under páin of. “grave and un- 
fathomable consequences.”’ The _ Tokyo 
Government asserts that this document is 
not an ultimatum; but, if it is not, we 
should be interested to learn precisely 
what it is. The ‘‘ provocative activities ” 
in which the Nanking Government’ is 
supposed to be engaging consist mainly 
in the despatch of Chinese troops to the 
Northern province of Hopei. Colonel 
Okido, the Japanese Military Resident 
Officer in Nanking, and Mr. Hikada, the 
Japanese Chargé d'Affaires, both. have 
informed the Nanking authorities that the 
Japanese military chiefs will hold them- 


| selves free to take whatever action they 


choose so soon as the first Chinese soldiers 
from, the South enter Hapei. .They base 
this threat on an agreement that was made 
between the Chinese General Ho Ying-chin 
and the Japanese General Umetsu in 1925, 
whereby, according to the Japanese Govern- 
ment; the Chinese undertook never, in any 
circumstances, to send troops. to Hopei. 
Needless to say, the Chinese repudiate the 
Ho-Umetsu agreement in its entirety, and 
again insist on the fact that the Japanese

Inland Waters 


The rowing and regatta season is nearing 
its end. Two large regattas in the North, 
atid similar events at Cork, Limerick and 
Galway, have been held. On the twenty- 
second of this month Waterford will see 
the racing crews upon its waters, and on 
August Bank Holiday the last meeting of 
Ireland’s oarsmen will take place at 
Carrick-on-Shannon. The event on the 
Shannon will deserve a place in sporting 
annals; for it will. mark the hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of the local 
Rowing Club. Many will be surprised to 
learn ‘that. the sport, has been cultivated 
so long by amateurs in a country town. 
It is fitting that it should be so; for the 
Carrick people thereby show that they 
appreciate the amenities with which nature 
has endowed them. The Shannon _ pro- 
vides every dweller in reach of it with 
scope for zestful enjoyment such as 
dwellers across the Channel, where neither 
the Thames nor the Severn has such 
spacious lovely reaches, well may envy. 
This grand central waterway, however, is 
not unique. The Foyle offers an almost 
ideal. course for racing boats, and®a writer 
in’ Irish Travel tells us that “visiting 
oarsmen from Gréat Britain and other 
countries: have pronounced the Cork course 
to be one of the finest in the world.” It- 
was at Cork that one of the big inter- 
national meetings of the early part of this 
century took -place, when the Leander 
Club, of London, defeated the:-Berlin Row- 
ing Club in a tough conicst.. At Galway 
there is a straight mile on the Corrib 
which is admired by all visitors. It is 
well, however, that the climax of the 
season should draw the rowing world to 
Carrick, a central meeting place, and that 
sportsmen from North, South, East and 
West should give the quiet inland country 
one stirring week. What history. tho 
Shannon has seen carried on its waters by 
rowing-men! - There was a time when 
commerce and learning held traffic with 
the outer world by vessels that were rowed 
up the watery main-road of Ireland to 
Clonmacnois, and another day came when 
the Scandinavian sea-rovers reefed their 
sails at Limerick and pulled their serpent- 
headed vessels up the same long way not 
to. buy books, but to burn them, and not 
to take counsel with the monastic instruc- 
tors of Charlemagne's empire, but to put 
them to the sword. © The raven croaked 
over “ Ciaran’s plain of.crosses ’’ ; yet, in 
time, the ‘bells-rang out again, and the 
Emperor of the Scots rowed up from 
Kincora to re-establish learning and endow 
it. Not without high -precedents, there- 
fore,. will the oarsmen sweep the Shannon 
waters; and, if they do not pretend to 
Brian's ‘piety and scholarship, they will 
refrain from the marauding liberties of 
the Danes. It is pleasant to know that 
teams from both parts of divided Ireland 
will take .part in the rowing finals, if 
expectation is confirmed. Sport. and 
religion are the two spheres of life in 
which Ireland remains a unit, and good 
fellowship knows no Customs barrier. 
Perhaps the waterways yet will be threads 
to bind our broken island together, Much 
has been written of late on the attractions 
of our rivers and loughs to the canoer, or 
folding-boater, as we are warned to 
describe this new type of inland mariner.

Irish for the Ireland 


When Mr. Harry Tate, in one of his 
stage presentations, summoned reinforce- 
ments from the War Office for the valid 
reason that his particular portion of 
London was being invaded by battalions 
of German infantry, he apologised to Lord 
Kitchener for his error—the troops, upon 
enquiry, were revealed to be a traction 
engine—on the grounds that he could not 
think of everything. Mr. Tate was excited 
by the work of the moment—he was fortify- 
ing his home. When Mr. de Valera was 
preparing his new Constitution, hacking 
‘shackles, and re-injecting Dark Rosaleen 
with joy, he, too, became so intent upon 
his immediate task that he failed to realise 
what he was doing to association football.

At the 
famous Conference of Liverpool it was 
decided that the Football Association of 
the Irish Free State must confine its 
activities to Southern Ireland, and that 
the Irish Football Ashosielih might style 
itself “ Ireland ’’ in international matches. 
With a kind of sick feeling of excitement 
one now can see just what the position is. 
In the North there is the Irish Team ; in 
the South there is the Team of ‘Ireland. 
Let us all pause resolutely and remove the 
straws from our hair, straighten the cast 
in our eye, and cease to spring up and 
down upon one leg. The Irish Team can 
play anybody as “ Ireland ”; the Team 
of Ireland only must play in the Irish 
Free State, and there is no Irish Free 
State. Both teams, however, represent 
Ireland in name. At this point we reach 
the borders of the problem, because the 
name “' [reland’’ represents nothing at 
all. :

NAVAL AGREEMENTS

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day: Unrestricted competition im naval 
armaments is by universal agreement 
both wasteful and futile—futile because 
an increase by one riyal is inevitably fol- 
lowed and cancelled out by a correspond- 
ing increase on the part of the other, and 
wasteful because of the ever-mounting 
cost of that futility. It was the object 
of the Iondon Naval Conference of 1935- 
'A8 to eliminate the evils of naval rivalry 
by devising an agreement which, without 
prejudice to the.security.of- any Power, 
should provide for the limitation of that 
chief cause of the eómhtant increase of 
naval -costs—the growth in size and 
power of individual ships. The agreement 
which was embodied in the London Naval 
Treaty of 1936 was also designed to re- 
move the. international suspicion out of 
which so much naval rivalry grew in the 
past, through interchange of, information 
y Powers regarding the new construr- 
tion intended by each. But it was not 
sufficient merely to frame the treaty ; the 
acceptance had to be secured not only of 
the group of five represented in the con- 
ference, which had come to be known in 
this connection as the “ Washington 
Powers,”” but also of the naval Powers 
which were outside that group—namely, 
Germany and Russia. By the signature 
on. Saturday of the Anglo-German and 
Anglo-Russian Naval Agreements this 
latter task has eventually, after more 
than eighteen months of patient and 
laborious negotiations, been in great

about details. The French, German 
[talian and Russian Ambassadors have 
all suggested that they might have reserya- 
tions to put forward when the stave 
arrives to discuss points. It is expected 
that the first matte: to be considered will 
be that dealing with the proposals for thio 
re-establishment of control, and the acid 
test will be whether al! the Powers will 
be willing without further and unneces- 
sary delay to giye Britain authority to 
approach the two parties in Spain regard- 
ing the appointment of observers in 
Spanish ports. The duties of these 
observers will be limited to reporting the 
arrival to the Non Intervention Committee 
of ships without observers on board, and 
they will have no authority to interfere or 
deal with any Spanish officials. 


Mexico s Part 


It is of particular interest just now to 
notice that efforts are being made to induce 
the South American States to join the 
Non-Intervention Committee. Count 
Grandi said that it was a serious weak- 
ness that these States, bound to Spain by 
deep and ancient ties, had not been in- 
cluded in the Committee. It is possible 
that the Count had in his mind the traffic 
between Mexico and Valencia, since it is 
well known that the Mexican Government 
has been openly assisting the Spanish 
Government. and that some Russian ships 
usually trading between Odessa and the 
ports of Republican Spain have been 
transferred to the Mexican register 
because the Mexican flag has escaped the 
supervision of the international observers. 
Another point of view on the same subject 
is that there is a hope that, if the South 
American States came into the Committee. 
they would be available as mediators when 
the right moment is reached for trying to 
bring the war to a close. The South 
American States, apart from Mexico, are 
said to be rather sympathetic to Genera! 
Franco and his policy. 


More Unrest in France 


It is particularly unfortunate that just 
when the international situation appeared 
to be entering upon a brighter phase, 
owing to the acceptance of the British 
scheme of non-intervention in Spain as 
a basis for discussion and the possibility 
of a truce in Northern China, that 
renewed uncertainty should show itself in 
the political situation in France. It is 
entirely a domestic affair, due to disagree- 
ment among the various groups involved 
in French politics. The trouble has been 
brought about by the new Government 
decrees to assist the Treasury. These have 
not been well received, and areas to have 
added to the labour unrest which has been 
smouldering for some time. The sharp 
fall in the value of the franc has been 
accompanied by rumours during the week- 
end that M. Bonnet may resign from the 
Finance Ministry, in which case the pos'- 
tion of the present Administration would 
be severely shaken. 


Their Majesties’ Holiday 
The King and Queen, with their little 


daughters, intend to spend the summer 
holidays at Balmoral, and the grounds of 
the Castle will be closed to the public on 
July 31. If all goes well with the inter- 
national situation, and there are no other 
troubles, the Court will leave Buckingham 
Palace a day or two after Bank Holiday 
for Scotland, where the whole of August 
and September will be spent. The King 
will have several shooting parties during 
the season. En route to Scotland it is 
possible that the King will spend a day 
with the boys in his usual holiday camp 
on the East Coast. 


Road Safety 


Hundreds of members of the police force 
all over London are carefully watching 
the behaviour of the motorist, the cyclist 
and the pedestrian to procure a mass of 
information for the Minister of Transport. 
All the men have been specially picked 
for the task as being used to traffic work, 
while a number have taken advanced 
courses of lessons on traffic problems at 
the Police Driving School in London. The 
idea of the authorities is that every police- 
man shall be traffic conscious, and it is 
already proving a success. Reports show 
that there has been a reduction in the 
number of accidents of all kinds at particu- 
larly bad junctions and roads where these 
accident reduction officers have been 
stationed. The officers are preparing 4 
new traffic dossier, in which Mr, Burgin, 
the new Transport Minister, places much 
confidence as the foundation of a new 
campaign for road safety. 


Import Duties 

A merit of the present British system 
of import duties is its elasticity and adap- 
tability to. circumstances as they arise. 
When foreign imports of certain articles 
are shown to interfere with British goods 
the question of higher duties is considered 
by the Import Duties Advisory Committee, 
which from time to time recommends 
changes in the tariff duties. The latest 
instance is an application to the Com- 
mittee for increases in the import duties 
on hand hair-clippers, dynamo lighting 
sets for cycles and cycle bells. Imports 
of these articles have increased to a great 
extent recently, and the cheaper variety 
are sold at prices with which British 
manufacturers cannot compete. Increased 
duties are expected in the near future. 


Italian Newspapers 


Newspapers in Italy have been ordered 
to return to the six-page editions which 
were the rule when sanctions were in 
operation, and it has been estimated 
that: the larger papers will lose a daily 
advertising revenue of twenty to thirty 
thousand lire. The restriction is said to 
be necessary to hasten Signor Mussolin! s 
self-sufficiency programme, and because 
Italy needs celluose for war manufactures. 
A suggestion, which was rejected, was that 
since the newspapers under the dictator- 
ship all contain the same news items all 
but one should be abolished, and that this 
should publish identical editions in all 
populous areas. The reason for rejection 
was that too many people would be 
thrown out of employment. 


Missing Men 


Rumours from Italian sources say that 
there is increasing dissatisfaction with 
the domination of the Fascist Government, 
as sO many women are greatly concerned 
over the disappearance of their men folk. 
News of the world is unknown, newspapers 
being so censored that they give no real 
indication of what is happening outside 
Italy. Women hear of the deaths of their 
men months after they have occurred, but 
they are not told that they have fallen 
fighting. The general supposition has been 
that they have been engaged in colonising 
in Abyssinia, but now there is a wide- 
spread rumour that they have been killed 
in Spain. A secret newspaper is being 
published which gives foreign information,

Against this, it is reported that Colonel

measures if Nanking sent troops to North 
China, or made use of her Air Force, con- 
trary to the Houmetsu Agreement. 

This agreement was made after the 
Japanese invasion of Peiping in 
June, 1935, between General Ho Ying- 
chin and the Japanese General 
Umetsu. The Japanese claim that 
Nanking then promised never to»send 
troops into Hopei Province. — But 
the terms of the agreement have never 
been published. 

Meanhwile it is reported here that the 
atmosphere is changing, since the Govern- 
ment realises that it would be difficult to 
prevent hostilities in China from spreading 
once they had begun, and is anxious that 
every effort shall be made to reach an 
amicable settlement. It is reported that

HOPES AND FEARS 


The city sways from one extremity of 
feeling to another, says a Peiping tele- 
gram.

A CCORDING to insurgent reports 


received at San Sebastian, says 
a Reuter Hendaye telegram of yester- 
day’s date, there was intense insur- 
gent aerial activity all day yesterday 
over the Villanueva del Pardillo- 
Brunete sector, west of Madrid.

Patrols were sent out to collect members 
of the crew, who were ashore, and after 
much hooting and whistling the destroyer 
eventually steamed off in the direction of 
Spain at 5.45 p.m. at full i maos 

The departure of the Royal Oak was 
just as sudden. She left at 8 o'clock on 
Saturday night while five of her officers 
were still ashore. 


RUSHED TO SEA 

When they were finally found they were 
rushed out to sea in a speed-boat, and 
transferred on board while the Roya] Oak 
was a mile and a half out to sea. 

The sudden departure of the Basilisk 
and the Royal Oak from St. Jean de Luz 
for the Spanish coast is not believed in 
London to have been directly connected 
with the capture of the Candleston Castle. 

According to the Admiralty, the 
Candleston Castle, was captured inside 
Spanish territorial waters at 7 o'clock on 
Saturday morning. 

The Basilisk and the Royal Oak did not 
leave St. Jean de Luz until the evening.

Chancellor Hitler added the réle of 
Dictator of German Art to his other 
functions to-day when hs opened the 
‘* House of German Art ” in Munich with 
a remarkable speech, lasting one and a 
quarter hours, in which he laid down the 
lines along which German artists must 
work in future. 

The new building has been erected to 
replace t e famous '“' Glass Palace,’’ which 
housed some of the country’s best pictures 
until it was destroyed in a great fire in 
June, 1931. 

All the exhibits in the new building 
are by Nazi-approved artists, and Herr 
Hitler himself made a final “ pudge ” of 
the exhibition a few days ago, and threw 
out those few remaining pictures which 
seemed to him to fall short of National 
Socialist standards. 

To-day’s inauguration was marked by 
the pomp and ceremony of a national 
festival. Foreign diplomats, including the 
French Ambassador, were taken in a 
special train from Berlin, and there were 
parades of Reichswehr, Air Force, Black 
Guards, storm troops, Hitler Youth and 
Labour Corps men. 

In his long speech Herr Hitler declared 
that this new exhibition hall was “ the 
greatest, most proud and most beautiful 
art exhibition hall in the world.”’ 

He added: “ Nationa] Socialist Germany 
demands art which shall be not ‘ modern,’ 
but German and eternal.”

If confirmatory evidence of the 
existence of general dissatisfaction were 
required, it is to be found in the growing 
demand for such a coalition of party leaders 
as might lead to: new, less rigid, and less 
barren political alignments. That community 
instinct, one observer believes, is now finding 
its first real expression in the /rish Times’ 
exposition of the idea of a Coalition—or 
** National ’’—Government. 

It has, indeed, become so evident that 
the desire for some such “national” ex: 
pedient is both widespread and deep-seated 
that it may not be tod soon to discuss cer- 
tain means and machinery by which the idéa 
might be carried into efiect. 


PROPOSED SOLUTION 


In one respect the Irish Free State is 
unique in the world of political organisation, 
in so far that all our representative bodies, 
both national and local, are elected by means 
of the “Single Transferable Vote’’; more 
commonly described as Proportional Repre- 
sentation. Incorporated in the Constitution 
of 1922, and now embedded in the new code 
of constitutional law, the justice and equity 
of the system is accepted by all parties. 

Why, then, should not the principle of 
proportional representation reach its logical 
and final application in the appointment of 
an Executive Council? 

It the principle of such a proposal be 
accepted no difficulty whatever would arise to 

revent its effective application, Not even 
Perisletion would he required; nothing more 
than “a gentlemen's agreement’’ between 
President de Valera and ex-President Cos- 
grave. 

Such an agreement, it is suggested, might 
provide :'— 

(1) That, say, nine members of Dail 
Eireann shall be chosen by deputies, by 
means of proportional voting, to constitute 
the Executive Council. 

(2) That the body of nine, so constituted, 
shall appoint a President of the Executive 
Council: and 

(5) That the President, with the approval 
of Dail Eireann, shall distribute the adminis- 
tration of Departments of State among his 
eight colleagues so elected to the Executive 
Council. 


ENTIRELY DEMOCRATIC 


Let us now try to visualise the probable 
results of such _nroecedure. Upon the 
assumption that voting, at the initiation of 
the scheme, would follow party lines, Fianna 
Fail—commanding half the Dail electorate— 
would be certain to elect four (probably, five) 
of the nine members of the Executive; Fine 
Gael would be sure of three ministerial offices, 
and Labour—if so disposed—of at least one 
portfolio, and, as the result of some kind of 
agreement, it is by no means improbable that 
some - ‘Independent’? deputy would also 
become the recipient of a ministerial office. 

Machinery and _ procedure are, therefore, 
matters of extreme simplicity ; and no one can 
gainsay tha thoroughly democratic principle 
of such a method of appointment. Why, How- 
ever, should President de Valera and Mr. 
Cosgrave be expected to accept such 
apparent sacrifices of party interests? Is 
it anywhere within the region of possibilities 
that their party followers would tolerate such 
transfers of allegiance ? 

To the latter question there are many 
possible answers. One is that coalition, on 
the method now suggested, ‘oes not pre-suppose 
the dissolution of existing party organisa. 
tions. Its virtue, or its vice, according to 
different points of view, would, however, lie 
in the probability that, with the breaking 
down of the rigid and unreal-barriers which 
now exist between parties, new groupings 
and allegiances would gradually emerge. 
From such new groupings a parliamentary 
opposition would inevitably develop, and 
would make its influence felt in matters of 
social and economic importance. 


QUESTION OF OPPOSITION 


“ But,” the critic may say, “how long 
would such a coatition Executive hold to- 
gether? It is not likely that some of ita 
Ministers, unable to accept decisions of the 
majority, would soon seek the hospitality of 
the Front Opposition Bench ?”’ 

Not, at all unlikely, and by no means un- 
desirable. From such resignations, should 
they occur, the forces of a Parliamentary 
Opposition would gain in prestige and in- 
fluence; but an Opposition bas on real, 
of merely partisan or factitious, 
issues. With such a gradual and natural 
development of an ‘‘Opposition Front 
Bench ” we might even revert with safety to 
the British tradition of party government! 
What is now a rigid and rickety mechanism 
might return as a living and healthy 
organism. 

One virtue of immediate importance can be 
claimed for the proposal so outlined, Instead 
of asking President de Valera to approach 
Mr. Cosgrave on difficult and invidious ques- 
tions of personnel (of who shou'd be included 
in or who excluded from a “ National 
Government ’’). or expecting Mr. Cosgrave to 
face equally embarrassing problems, the first 
question would become purely one of prin- 
ciple. Do you or do you not agree that new 
methods ere desirable in the national in- 
terest? Even to answer that apparently 
abstract question in the affirmative will cail 
for nó small measure of courage, but who wil! 
suggest that the quality of courage has been 
demed either to the President or to his pre- 
decessor ?

MYSTERY OF BRITISH 
SKIPPER’S FATE, 

Mrs. H. C. Stears, of Erindell, Wivelis- 
combe, Somerset, was.last night stil] with- 
out news of her husband, who is Master 
of the steamer Molton, which was 
captured by Spanish insurgents off 
Santander.

Mr. B. G. Kher, Congress leader in 
the Bombay Assembly, interviewed 
the Governor, Lord Brabourne, and 
accepted an invitation to form a 
Government, It will assume office 
to-day.

Two Ministries have already taken the 
oath of office—in the Central Provinces 
and the United Provinces. 

The United Provinces Cabinct, under 
the Pandit Govinballabh Pant. was sworn 
in on Saturday at Lucknow It included 
India’s first woman Cabinet Minister. 
Mrs. Vijai Lakshmi Pandit, sister of the 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, President of 
the Congress Party. 


THE SIX PROVINCES 
The six provinces in which Congress has 
now accepted cffice are: Bombay, Orissa, 
Central Provinces, United Provinces, 
Madras and Bihar, 


Harijan, Mahatma. Gandhi has written 
what is interpreted as a “‘ policy speech’’ 
of the Congress Party. 

In it he shows how he and Congress 
intend to utilise the framework of the 
new India Act to attain the swarajist 
goal of complete. independence. 

He enjoins the new Congress Ministries 
to, maintain simplicity as the keynote of 
their programmes, and to show no ¢com- 
munal distinctions.

PROTESTS AGAINST THE 
PALESTINE PLAN

WARSAW, Sunday. 

Jews demonstrated all over Poland to 
day in protest against the pioposed parti 
tion of Palestine. 

In Warsaw, in the Muranov square 
over 10,000 Jews assembled, and, after 
protesting, they made a solemn vow, 
raising their right hands and repeating 
aloud the oath: ‘‘If I forget thee, 
Jerusalem, let my right hand wither.” 

The resolutions of protest were tele- 
graphed to the British Ambassador in 
Warsaw for transmission to His Majesty's 
Government and to the League of Nations 
in Geneva.

N. Maple, Hove, to the effect, that the birching 
of juvenile delinquents was highly undesirable, 
harmful in its effects, and useless as a de- 
terrent for crime, and should no longér he 
statutory; and that the Council of the Asso. 
ciation should bring the suggestion before 
both Houses of Parliament, the Home Office 
end the Committee appointed by the Home 
Secretary to report on corporal punishment 

Dr. Maple recalled the pessage of the 
Children’s Bill through the House of Com- 
mons without a division in 1932. Unfortun- 
ately. he said, the House of Lords was a very 
conservative institution—(hear, hear)—and by 
a majority the clause dealing with the abolli- 
tion of birchitig was thrown ont.” There was 
a growing demand in Great Britain for the 
sbolition of the florving of children and de. 
linquents. In almost every other civilised 
country exéént’ England it had been abolished. 


BIRCHING STATISTICS 


The speaker was interrupted by cries of 
“No,” and a member pointed out that 1 
was permitted in Scotland and, possibly, in 
[reland. | 

“1 said ‘civilised eountries,’’’ revlied Dr 
Maple, whereat there were further objections. 
A proposal to pass to the next business was 
greeted with lord cries of ‘* No.” 
Continuing, Dr. Maple said that 2,079 
children were flogged by magistrates’ orders 
in 1913; in 1931 the number dropped to 147, 
but it had increased again, and in 1955 was 
218. If judicial fleeting of children did 
harm, then it should ! . abo'ished, and he 
had yet to meet a p3ychiatrist who did not 
who'eheartedly and unreservedly. condemn 
judicial flogging as being most harmful and 
a destructive practice. “ On the other hand, 
figures published by the Board of Education 
some time ago showed that no less than 80.354 
per cent of boys who had been birched ha 


the police were charged again in the courts 
within two years, and im a very large number 
of cases within a few weeks, and even days. 
Knowledge, experience, facts and figures 
showed the utter uselessness of that methiod 
of treating juvenile crime, and while they 
continued to use it they were shutting the 
door against a more complete understanding 
and a more effective method, They used to 
flog their lunatics, and it was, not until they 
cás it up that they began” to understand 
unacy. 

Could they ignore the fact, he said, that 
in the whole of Europe the only countries, in 
addition to their own, which permitted the 
judicial flogging of children were Finland, 
Sweden and Norway, and that legislation for 
its abolition was in progress in ut and 
Sweden’? All the other great European 
countries had either never permitted at 
all or had abolished it. Public opinion in 
this country was bringing fresh condemna- 
tion daily, and he sidostely trusted that the 
great medical profession would not be afraid 
to lead the way. 

At this stage the latter portion of the 
motion was withdrawn. 


“THE ONLY WAY” 


Dr. P. B. Spurgin. London, described 
flogging as barbarous, unnecessary, and likely 
to be deleterious to the future of delinquents 
so treated. 

Dr. H. Rose, Wendover, suggested that the 
resolution was entirely undesirable and asked 
what about the child that did premeditated 
injury, often with cruelty. Child delinquents 
should be let know quickly that it did not 
pay to do wrong. All of them had been 

irched when they were young. . 

Dr. Gilbert Orme, London. said birching 
children, Out of forty million only 248 chil- 
dren were considered suitable for birching. 
If that sort of resolution went out from a 
meeting representative of the medical pro- 
fession they would have some humanitarian 
branch moving to abolish the knock-out blow 
in boxing because it was brutal. 

An amendment that the resolution be re- 
ferred to the Council was refused, and, it 
having been pointed out that the matter was 
at present the subject of an inquiry by the 
Home Office, a motion that the meeting pass 
on to other businéss was carried, : 

The . meeting discussed at considerable 
length a report on maternal mortality re- 
cently issued by the Ministry of Heaith and 
a memorandum by the Council of the Associa- 
tion in which an assurance was given that they 
would do all they could to assist in dealing 
with the problem. 

Dr. H. 8. Howie Wood, Shanklin, Isle of 
Wight, said that the Minister of Health in 
England, seemed to pay lip service only to 
the idea of co-operation with medical men. 
That was not a good state of affairs and 
they should make.a further approach to the 
Minister and show him that they were willing 
to co-operate in carrying out a work that was 
for the good of the community,

Dr. ©. E. 8. Fleming, Bradford-on-Avon, 
who seconded, said that they all must Le 
aware of insurance compames trying 
to avoid payment of what really was 
due to the relatives of a deceased per- 
son.. Ín some cases it. amounted to a 
scandal. If doctors refused “to give a 
companies took an action, 
which was not fair. They told the relatives 
they were not bound to pay them, because 
the relatives had not made a proper statement 
to their agent. They then offered them * out 
of pity” £10 or £20 where it should be 
£100 or £200. and the relatives from time to 
time accepted that. It was a very unsatis- 
factory position, and doctors did not know 
where their duties or powers lay, Many of 
them felt that the insurance companies did 
not act fairly. He believed that omissions 
were sometimes “‘ winked at ” by agents. 

Dr. R. Forbes, Hendon, said that the 
practice of accepting people for life insurance 
withont medical examination seemed to be 
on the increase. If people entered into a 
contract it surely was a private matter 
between the relatives and the company, and 
not a case in whieh a doctor should seek to 
pull the chestnuts out of the fire for the 
relatives or to assist the company to con- 
tinue a pernicious arrangement, The doctor 
should be left in a free position to give or 
refuse a certiicate. 

Dr. W. M‘Adam Eccles, London, who said 
that he was a medical officer to an Insurance 
company, stated that the cases concerned were 
those of non-medical proposals, where death 
occurred in quite a short time after the 
acceptance and issue of the policy. A death 
certificate was sent in as a rule by the 
doctor last in attendance ca the patient. <lis- 
closing that the person died from a condition 
which must have been present at the time 
of the non-medical proposal, and the insurance 
company considered that they should question 
whether someone in relation to that proposal! 
was not aware that the disease was present 
at the time of the proposal. As a rule 1! 
was on that point that the medica! 
practitioner who signed the certificate was 
asked for further details. 

Dr. G. Dain, Birmingham, held that 
certificates should not be given without the 
consent of the relatives, 

Sir Kaye le Fleming, Wimborne, said that 
legal advice could not help the profession in 
that matter.

MANNING ROBERTSON 
COLLECTION

HE national collection of art silver, which 
has been augmented by numerous 
notable additions the ‘last 

twelve months, has been recent!y further 
strengthened by the deposit in the Art Div1- 
sion of the Museum at Kildare street, Dublin. 
of a very interesting family collection having 
a bearing on the _ relations between this 
country and America during colonial times. 
This is the Manning Robertson collection, 
which includes several fine pieces of eighteenth 
century silver, once the property of William 
Penn, eldest grandson of William Penn, the 
founder of Pennsylvania, who. resided at 
Shanagarry Castle, County Cork, and whose 
portrait in miniature 1s associated with the 
special group assigned to him. 

This includes a plain silver bow] (London, 
1732), a salver by Wilham Peaston (London, 
1748), two flask-shaped tea caddies (London, 
c. 1740), a pair of candlesticks, probably by 
John Cafe (Lordon, 1748), and a coffee-pot, 
probably by George Campar (London, 1749), 
the lesser -ounterpart of one in the Esmonde 
collection by John Swift, who made the Irish 
Commons mace. 

Another family connection was Samuel 
Hayman, the noted Youghal antiquary, with 
whom are associated several interesting pieces, 
including a silver-mounted wine bottle bearing 
his stamp and the date 1722, and a “ bullet ” 
teapot by the Cork silversmith, Wiliam 
Clarke, one of numerous pieces which he sent 
to Dublin for stamping, this one in 1728. 

Additional pieces are a snuffers, tray and 
coconut cup of c. 2760, a cream jug by the 
Dublin smith, Robert Calderwood, 1735; a 
fine Waterford glass salad bowl on a silver 
stand, c.

A.A.A, CHAMPIONSHIPS — 


Many. Reco rds 


made Saturday’s championship meeting 
of the Amateur Athletic Association at 
the White Vity one of the most memorable in 
its sixty years’ history. 
Although there was a strong challenge from 
the Continent, British athletes did well. The 
marathon, over an out and home course of 
twenty-six miles 385 yards, was won by the 
holder, D. McNab rtson, a Scot, by 
nearly three minutes from a Greek, 
Kynakides, The pair ran almost abreast for 
sixteen miles and Kyriakides, although beaten, 
strove to the finsh in a manner worthy of 
the best traditions of his country, where the 
marathon race was born. 

Greece was not without a winner, for Syllas 
surprisingly won the discus from W. Schroeder, 
a member of the German team. Two other 
Germans, however, justified their Olympic 
championships, K. Hein by winning the 
hammer with a new British record throw of 
183 feet 3 inches and H. Woewlke taking the 
weight. Another German, L. Long, set up a 
new championship record of 24 feet 63 inches 
in the long jump. 

The rest of the honours were won worthily 
by British athletes. C,. B. Holmes, Man- 
chester, winner of the hundred yards, and 
A. W. Sweeney, who retained the 220 yards 
title, each beat ‘‘evens’’ in their respective 
finals, while D. 0. Emlay added another 
achievement to a brilliant cateer by retaining 
the 120 yards hurdles championship in the 
new English native revora time of 14} seconds.

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Fresh Franc. Crisis 


Another crisis in the French currency—the 
first since the resumption of business at the 
newly-depreciated level of 129 francs to the 
£ at the beginning of the month—has broken 
as the week closes. It is not entirely un- 
expected. Business in the exchange market 
earlier in the-week showed that the first rush 
to buy cheaper francs had died down, In- 
stead of the Control holding the franc from 
appreciation, it had to bid the franc back to 
the level of 128, at which it was held for 
four days running. On Friday the storm 
broke following the news of M. Blum’s vic- 
tory at the cialist Congress (says T7'he 
Vbserver), Reports circulated that a break- 
up of the present French Government was 
imminent, and a real selling movement in 
francs developed. A _ half-hearted attempt 
was made to hold the exchange, but control 
was eventually withdrawn, and at the close 
on Saturday the Paris rate was down to 132 
to the £ The forward market has again 
virtually ceased to exist. Three months 
francs are quoted at something under seven 
frances discount, but the forward discount 
could be easily eight or nine by the time a 
deal is finally settled. It is evident that the 
endeavour to check the rising price Jevel in 
France is becoming more difficult. <A delega- 
tion from the Civil Servants’ Federation has 
this week asked from M. Chautemps an in- 
crease in the salary scale and for the appli- 
cation to the Service of the 40-hour week 
regardless of the fact that the shorter week 
is one of the causes of rising prices. Labour 
troubles in the hotel industry have also been 
prominent, 


Confidence in Gold 


In contrast to the prevailing pessimism the 
other week, the change of sentiment towards 
gold is truly remarkable. One can now feel 
confidently that the “ gold scare’’ is over 
for the time being. For more than a week 
the metal has commanded a small premium 
on the dollar parity, an indication that gold 
is in demand (writes the Sunday Times). 
The cause is attributed to special operations 
and to repurchases by people who previously 
took a pessimistic view of the future. Their 
anxiety now to cover their positions plainly 
suggests that the recent belief that a re- 
duction in the*dollar price of gold had an 
airy foundation. The probable gold position 
of the Bank of England is a topic of discus- 
sion in City circles, in view of the fresh 
decline in the banking department reserve. 
This brings down the ratio to 22.7 per cent. 
against deposit liabilities, and is thus below 
the supposed danger limit of 25 per cent. 
Not that this matters very much materially, 
but it has a pronounced psychological effect 
abroad, where the ratio is regarded as the 
barometer of the Bank’s financial strength. 
To improve this item it is not unlikely that 
the authorities may resume gold purchases. 
Should the Bank, therefore, take over a line 
of gold from another holder, it will be purely 
for technical reasons.
